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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the 
amended claims over the prior art applied in the previous office action. Applicant's 
declaration amendments show that the instantly claimed method is patentably distinct 
over the previously applied prior art. Therefore, the previously issued grounds of 
rejection are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-15, and 22-23 are allowed. This application is in condition for 
allowance except for the presence of claims 16-20 directed to a composite material, 
non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 16-20 been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
instantly claimed method for obtaining a ferroelectric composite material. The prior art 
fails to teach the use of supercritical solvent conditions for coating ferroelectric particles 
with a dielectric material. 

The most relevant prior art references found are Chen et al (Structure, sintering 
behavior and dielectric properties...) and Pessey et al (US 6592938). The difference 
from instant claims is that Chen et al does not teach that the solvent in which the 
ferroelectric particles are suspended is under supercritical conditions. Pessey et al 
teaches particle coating under supercritical conditions, but teaches coating non- 
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ferroelectric materials for purposes other than creating composite, sintered bodies. For 
the above, reasons, the subject matter of the amended instant claims is neither taught 
nor suggested by the prior art of record.
